SECRET AGENT IN MEXICO—THE RESIGNATION OF 
MR. FORSYTH—THE NEW-GRANADA TREATY— 
THE ARIZONA COLONIZATION PROJECT, 
. Wasuineron, Monday, Feb. 7. 

The Hon. Wu. M. CourcHWELL, of Tennessee, 
went to Mexico some weeks ago as a secret agent of 
the United States Government, to make examination 
and report as to the true condition of parties there, 
the ability of either to sustain itself, aad the propriety 
of recognizing the Juarez Government of that Re- 
public, It was supposed that his report would have 
been received, in part at least, by the Tennessee on her 
last trip, but it did not come to hand so far as I can 
learn. There islittte doubt that it will arrive by next 
mail, and be followed immediately by the recognition 
of the Constitutional or Liberal Government. That 
done, a treaty, the points of which are already fully 
though informally agreed upon, will be concluded 
forthwith here at Washington, in time for the action 
of the United States Senate before its adjournment. 
Such at least isthe programme at present, and it will 
be carried out unless some event occurs. which can- 
not be anticipated at this time. 

Mr. Fonrsrrs ha« put an end to the anomalous posi- 
tion which he has been occupying towards the Presi- 
dent for some time past, by resigning to-day. It is 
now fully admitted by his friends, that myjstatements 
in regard to his ease, made weeks ago, were substan- 
tially correct. The President would not take the re- 
sponsibility of removing him, because he had a brother. 
in-law in the United States Senate, whose resentment 
he did not care to provoke: so, Buchanan-like, he 
sought to accomplish his purpose by indirection.. He 
ordered Mr. Fors1rs to close his Legation and come 


} home, because of the iliegal acts of the Zuloaga Gov- 


ernment; and, after he got home, instead of formally 
notifying him that his mission was ended, and that his 
services would be dispensed with in future, the Pres- 
ident ingeniously inserted a line in his message refer- 
ting to him as “ our late Minister to Mexico.” Of 
course that was a very distinct intimation of what the 
President intended. 

Mr, Forsrta, however, did n@choose to accept 
this craven hint, and, as General Cass continued to 
recognize him as the Minister, he determined to com- 
pel the President, if possible, to take the reaponsibility 
of removing him, unless he would permit him to return 
to his post for-ever so brief a period, in order to show 
that the Administration indorsed his course in Mexi- 
co, and vindicated him from the charges circulated 
affecting his personal integrity.
